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Without hesitation, without delay, our good neighbors in Central America 
showed their loyalty to the cause of Hemisphere solidarity by severing relations 
with the Axis, and in most cases declaring war, immediately following Pearl Har- 
bor. Tiny Costa Rica, in fact, was at war with Germany hours before our declar- 
ation became official in Washington. 


This is in sharp contrast to the bickering and bargaining of several of 
the larger South American republics, two of whom continued normal relations with 
Berlin, Tokyo and Rome even after the Pan-“merican conference at Rio de Janeiro. 


Despite the good intentions of the Central American government8, however, 
Aris influence is far from extinct in their respective countries. Fifth column 
and secret service activities continue to function there, directed from Berlin, 
but executed, in most cases, through the connivanoe of "Nationalist" Spain, 


The extent of Axis influence in the countries dealt with in this report 
may be judged by the figures shown in the following table. Although those sta- 
tistics are confined to foreign trado figures, bitter experience has taught the 
world that Axis political influence varies in direct ratio to its economic in- 
fluence,

As chief stooge in the Latin American branch of Adolf Hitler's gang, Ger- 
eralissimo Francisco Franco, fuehrer of Fascist Spain, has had some interesting 
things to say rezarding the Western Hemisphere. Not long ago, he declared: 


"Our dreams of universality would disappear 1f ve were not to protect 
abroad the true meaning of the New Spain, In return for the blood that has been 
shed, the life of our nation must be fruitful. Spaniards who live abroad will 
no longer be treated like outcasts. We must give them help and protection,  Hence- 
forth no Spaniard will be indifferent to the sorrows of his brothers, however far 
away they may be." 


D Franco also boasts of his dream of an "Imperio Espanol" under the patron 
„age of Hitler. To Guisling Franco it is a dream; to boss Hitler a plan. 


Jose Premartin, chief of all universities in Spain, shares Franco is dreams, 
Recently, he told his students: 


"If we leave Europe and take up a world point of view, we ses that our 
noble Latin mission is also reserved for seemingly weak and backward Latin America. : 


Julian Mario Rubbio, Presidont of tho University of Valladolid, showed that 
he 18 another Spaniard having dreams about Latin America when, writing in tho 
March, 1939 issue of the pro-Franco magazine "Spain" (still published in the United 
States), he said: 


"Nationalist Spain is bound to Latin America by a triple bond, the past, 
the present and tho GoOgle is immortal Hispanicismo It 16 Spain of the past 
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placed On the route to its mission in Latin America. Nationalist Spain does not 
take a Single step without considoring the motherland and Latin America simulta- 
neously. We want to triumph and conduer in our war, and will share our victory 
with our brothers across the Atlantic." 


Like in Hitler's "Mein Kampf", the entire program of Axis designs upon 
Central america is openly docláred. Many Ocntral Americans are fully aware of the 
danger from vithin, They know how business and politics are cooperating, Thoy 
know, for ins tance, that a harmless export firm, Francisco Siercke y Hormana, in 
Choluteca, Honduras, is in reality a Nazi cell and that Nazi agonts like Alberto 
Mayer and Juan Fricdrich aro connected with it. 


It must be kept in mind while reading this report that although tho Cen- 
tral American governments aro all dosirous of eliminating the Nazi agents in their 
midst, their task is rendered very difficult by the fact that many of those agents 

have adopted Central American citizenship and do not fall undor tho class of en- 
emy aliens. This situation is similar to that faced here in tho United States 

where tho 200,000 members and sympathizers of the dofunct German-American Bund are 
all American citizens, and tho rank and file of them hove not been nolosted, althoug) 
they still carry on their activities under various guises, 


The Amcrican and British black lists have helped a groat deal in the Oen- 


tral American house cloaning, but there is still much left to be done, as this 
report will show, 
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OHAPIER L 
MZXICO--EITLZR!S SECRET HOBBY 


Very few people know that for many years Hitler has had a secret hobby. Mex 
ico. The Fuehrer is an expert on this subject. He has read dozens of books on Mex- 
ico and has even established a special ilexican division in von Ribbentrop!s office, 
which is responsible not to von Ribbentrop, but to Hitler himself. Hermann Rausch- 
ning, former President of the Senate of the City of Danzig, discusses this fact at 
great length ín his "Conversations with Hitler", 


Hitler once told Otto Strasser, while the latter was still in his good 
graces, "Yes, colonies,--these are only moral victories, But to possess & land like 
Mexico, how wonderful that would be for Germany. What we could accomplish with all 
these riche8--oil, cotton, silver, everything that German industry needs, exploited 
by German methods of organization," 


At the time nobody took this remark, which Hitler made in passing, very 
Seriously. It is a fact, however, that his favorite author is Karl May, a writer of 
Juvenile stories, who wrote about Arabs, Indians and Mexicans, ¡ay wrote his stor- 
1e8 about Mexico and America while in prison, although he had never visited either 
of these countries. 


Karl May, who had uncovered the Mexican vorld for Hitler, had struck a re- 
8ponsive chord in him, and had released secret longings which were to leave this 
maniac no peace, Most of Hitler!s wishes and desires have a8 simple an origin as 
this, The former painter is apprentice has read many second rate Spy, detective, war 
and adventure stories, with fabulous tales of the exploits of their heroes and these 
have influenced his actions and theatrical poses much more than is generally sup- 
posed, 


Nazi Party in Mexico 


I have just received a most interesting report from firends in Mexico. The 
Source of this report is the German Gestapo in that country. My informant is still 
a member of the underground Nazi party thero, acting as a fifth column agent in the 
ranks of tho Nazis in order to serve the interests of Democracy. I have known this 
man for years and can vouch for his trustworthiness, He is a former officer, who 
for many years has supplied me with information which has been of the greatest im- 
portance in my work, 


He relates that the moment Hitler came to power in Germany, a branch of the 
Nazi party was founded in Mexico. Chief of the party was Arthur Dietrich, accredited 
to the German embassy as Press Attache until he was expelled. He set up numerous 
German organization8, camouflaged--to cite an example—as the Society for the Pro- 
mulgation of German Music in ilexico. ilany Germans who were either conservative or 
monarchist while they resided in the Reich, were opposod to the Nazi terror. They 
tried to withstand the pressure of tho Nazi party and the camouflaged organizations, 
However, as soon as the strong economic forces were brought into play against thom, 
the became members of the Nazified German colony, 


Most of the Germans were part and parcel of ilexico's economic system, eithor 
as exporters of raw materials from Mexico to Germany, or as importers of manufactured 
products from their home country, Tho German settler!s dependence upon hie father- 
land was cleverly exploited by Nazi strategists. Germans were forced into line, If 
they failed to comply, they became subject to the wrath of the Nazi authorities, and 
to economic ruin through boycott. 


4s soon as the entire German colony was Nazified, the German embassy set 
wheels in motion for the next step. First of all, they felt, ilexican newspapers and 
publications should be won over to the cause, This could be achieved only with largo 
sums of money. Funds had to come, of course, from German business houses, headed by 
such well known firms as Casa Bayer, Union Quimica (I.G. Farben), Schering-Kahlbaun, 
Case Boker, Casa Stein, Beick Felix, Casa Werch Veerkamp. To this list must be ad- 
ded the owners of large coffee plantations, exporters of wood, and proprietors of 
numerous breweries. All of these German industrialists and merchants were persuaded 
by Diotrich himself to advertise regularly in newspapers favorable to the Hitler 
regime, or in papers which could bo von over to the ilazi point of view. Typical 
example of the pressure employed is a lotter to the German Chamber of Commerce in 
Mexico, in which Dietrich wrote among othor things: 


"As you know, for some time I have been making efforts to obtain, in return 


for the advertisements which the Gerin firms give to tho newspapers of this country, 
their cooperation in diffusing German informative material, 
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"Now I have the opportuni ty--with the cooperation of Mr. Roberto Olvarria, 
who was recommended to me by a German firm—to make an agreement with the paper 
La Prensa", which gives us, at least in this paper, great advantages. "La Pronsa' 
has put at my disposal, froe of charge, Space for the publication of articles and 
reports, amounting to at least holf the space which the German firms take for their 
advertising, Price of advertisements will not bo raisod as a result of this acroc- 
ment, but on the contrary, the papor is well disposod to give addition free facili- 
ties for the editing and illustration of tho ads, 


"In personal conversations which I have had with the oditor, Mr. Glass, as 
well as with the hoad of the Advertising Department, lr. Novarro, I have beon given 
assurances of the fricndliest disposition of those men toward the above montioned 
plan. . . For that reason I ask your cooperation in this plan by sending this week a 
circular to the associated firms of the German Chamber of Commerce in which they are 
advised of thc way in which they can help in this campaign of propaganda... 


"La Prensa" was not the only paper with which deals of this sort wero made, 


Now that the Axis firms have been blacklisted, the German fifth colum 
must look to other sources for its finances. This fact, abovo all others, prompted 
the former German Ambassador to demand that the Moxican government protest to Wash- 
ington ovor the "discrimination against comercial establishments protected by Mex- 
ican sovereignty." 


As a result of this letter, ilexico became a little too hot for Press Chief 
Dietrich, and, at the reduest of the lexi can government, ho was forcod to leavo tho 
country, But tho Nazi fifth column is like the meny-headed Hydra. As soon as one 
head of the serpent is destroyed, nev ones imicdiately take its place. 


Nazi Agents 


I am now able to publish a list of Hitler's emiissaries and agents in ilox- 
ico, some of whom still carry on their work unnolested, Their names are the follow- 


ing: 


Dr. Joechim H. Hertslet, Monte Blanco 55, Mexico Oity, is top man in the 
far-flung Nazi web, Some time ago, ho received very unfavorable publicity in the 
American press through his association with the recently deceased oil promotor, 
William Rhodes Davis. It was reported then that his main assignment was to prepare 
the way for a Nazi economic invasion of Uexico, However, it vas not mentioned that 
Hertslot was also organizing sabotago, and was devoting a great deal of his time to 
arranging transfer of German capital from the United States and Canada into Mexico, 
where it was deposited with tho Banco do Londres y iexico. One Captain Olaus of the 
German steaner Haviland, anchored in Tampico, vorked under him. From his ship to 
Mexico City, Cleus brought three German sailors who vero then sont to Vera Cruz to 
spy on the French steamer Duc d'Aumaler,  Hortslet, who vas officially at tachod to 
the German embassy with diplomtic privileges—is a high-ranking economist of tho 
Nazi Reich. He arrived in Wexico in 1938 to put the finishing touches on a barter 
proposal arranged by Davis. He was accompanied by an official of the German iinis- 
try of Economics, a certain Herr Briscke, who returned to Berlin in 1939, leaving 
Hertslet behind. 


Colonel Friedrich Karl Schlebruegge, Donata Guerra 142, Vexico City, is a 
nephew of Franz von Papen and reportod to be Hitler's personal representative below 
the American border, He ranks almost as hight as Hertslet, and haa been in charge 
of all Nazi military, naval and air espionage in llexico and in most of the Central 
American countries. Schlebruoggo sav service during the invasion of Poland. Prior 
to the first trial of the Blitzkrieg, he vas a commander of the Berlin garrison, 
Last year, during a raid on his iMexican home, a secret radio transmitter was found, 


Arturo Bayer, alias Arthur Richard Beier, chief of the Gestapo in Nexico, 
is closely associated with Schlebruegge, Until 1919, Bayer lived in Detroit, and 
was recently manager of an airline from Wexico Oity to Juarez., He made frequent 
visits to the state of Chiapas, where he controlled two ranches ownod by a German 
named Kahl who returned to Germany. 


Paulus Peliska works under Bayer. For camouflage purposes, he held a pos- 
ition the Allgemeine Elektrizitaets Gesellschaft, one of the most powerful German 
trusts, Actually, Peliska is an important German Gestapo agent who made several 
secret trips to Japan and Peru in 1939. 


Walter Westphal, another Gestapo official holding the same rank as Peliska, 
and residing et Uruguay 45, accompanied Peliska on his trips, He is the secret 
representative of General Friodrich von Boctticher, nilitary attache of the former 
Nazi embassy in Washington. Westphal and Boetticher were froduently scen together 


in Mexico. e 
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Rudolph Schauer Plaska poses as an engineer of the German steel trust, 
Deutscher Stahl Verein. Ee works for both Schlebruegge and Hertslct. Hans Hurzer, 
a chemist and German reserve officer, was allowed to return to Germany from Mexico 
when war broke out, 


Karl Rikowsky, alias von Barre, who alvays stayod at the Hotel Geneve in 
tiexico City, organized a big barter deal in Wexican cotton and paper in 1938 and 29% 
He has been undor police surveillance since his return from Germany in April, 1939. 


Ewald Bork, Sierra Uadre 265, Moxico City, sut-mannger of the Gorman Ben, 
is titular chief of the Nazi party in Mexico, 


Hans Ritter ond his wife run a boarding house at Colini 319, Moxico City, 
where German agents are put up. Officially, Ritter is an enployeo of Hermann Somer 
y Cia., a lexico Oity hardware firm, out he devotos most of his time to traveling, 
not only in Mexico, but throughout most of the Central Anericam states, as payinster 
to locol Nazi agents. 


Hugo Setzor is a party chiof for the Pacific coast in Mazatlan, a strong- 
hold of German business, He manages tho Banco Wercantil y Capitalizador, Associe tod 
with hin are Horst Hennings, Franz Kettelhut, living in Puobla,- max Hofinger, om 
ployed at the Yord factory near Mexico City, and one Reisman, living at Avenida Sen 
Angel 18, San Angel, D.F. 


Guido Otto Moebius is the Nazi key mn in Lonter rey, a city near the Texas 
border. He is president of Las Fabricas Apolo, a large drun firm. loebius is said 
to own a short weve transmitter, XseIK, Associated with him is one Kitcha, who or- 
ganized a gang of 150 ruffians and trained then in the use of military weapons to 
become the shock trooos in that city, 


These are Hitler's chief agents in Mexico. Thoy also have their connect- 
Long in the Unitod States and South America, To their number belongs Gorrfriod von 
Sandstede, who has just fled from Argentina. He was also a nenbor of the Gcrnan 
embassy in Buenos Aires and vas repoatedly seen in the company of Hitler's Mexican 
ogents, 


tlexico is Hitler's pet hobby. That must not be forgotten. His European 
hobby horse was Scandinavia, tho land of the allegedly purest Aryans and Toutons, 
The result of his interest wes the occupation of Dennmar!: and Norway, end the ship- 
meat of German troops to Finland, 


Karl May's thrilling tales have loft their impression in Hitler's menory. 
Lexico is the land of his youthful dreams, the dreamland of tho dispossod. This 
much I can say with cortainty--Hitler will cause nuch damage, unrost and confusion 
in Mexico. For if he cannot conduor it himself, he will not tolerate anyone else 
having 1t, And es long as there is a Mexican govormnent which is not pro-Hitlor, 
Just so long will he continue to send his agents to attempt to undermine that gov- 
ermuient. 


Hitler has given Franco a free hand in his Mexican propaganda. Every Ger- 
Wan-Spanish orgenization in Franco Spain has been instructed to direct its propa- 
ganda not only toward South America, but also and especially toward Mexico. General 
Faupel, Hitler's Ibero-Anerican expert, is today the chief organizer of the battle 
to undermine Mexico. |

Anti-Semitism in Mexico 


Not long ago, 3,000 Mexicans crowded outside the lexico City hoadQuarters 
of the "Fascist Front for Unifying tho Revolution" to heer tirades by anti-govern- 
ment speakers, ono of whom was Juan Moran, a member of the dissolved lexican Gold- 
Shirts. They abused the government and stormed against the president. But cost of 
their vocal fury ves directed against Mexico City's 15,000 Jews, 


"Jewish blood and more Jewish blood must flow", proclaimed handbills passed 
among the crowd, Jews vere responsible for the millions unemployed in the United 
States, and now they were secking the ruin of Mexico, they continued. 


Chanting, "Kill the Jess, kill the Jens“, the crowd marched off through the 
streets, smashed Jewish-owned store windows and eventually converged on the auditor-- 
iun of tho Chamber of Commerce, where many Jews had gathered to hear a lecture. Pre- 
vented from entering by a barricade of tables and chairs hastizy thrown up by the 
terrified Jews, the denonstrators besieged the building end hurled stones through 


the windows, Go gle 
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Police and firemen, araed with sub-machine guns and fire hoses, finally 
forced the mob to disperse. 


This outbreak, disturbing enough in itself, was rendered mors::80 by the fac. 
that the anti-Jewish handbiils scattered by the mob were obviously not locally pre- 
pared; they were written in Castilian Spanish style which few Mexicans use, and ihis 
led to the conclusion that influences originating outside of Mexico had inspired the 
Lien te outburst, 


Among the fascist and anti-Semitic speakers in Lexico, the following are 
most prominent: Alberto Ovallar, Colonel Antonio Zecobar, Zuben Zalazar Mallen, 
Colonel Cipriano Villaneon Barza, lieutenant Ruben uoreno Padres, Professor Julieta 
Pavon, and Adolfo Leon Ossorio. 


There are two other grouos of Axis agents in kexico who are still allowed 
to carry on their work because of diplomatic immnity. They comprise a number of 
pro-Axis consuls and a very well organised maritime spy organization known as the 
* Hafendienest!, 


Conclusive evidence against the pro-Axis activities c^ the following consu- 
lar agents may be found in the files of the hexican Defense Lengue: Cornelius 
Gertz (Hungary), Alejandro Holste (Bolivia), German Libau (Panema), Hermann Borner 
(Dou), Friedrich Geffke (Paraguay), Hans Bartelmann (3olivia), Antonio Haas 
(Paraguay), Alfred J. Voehler (Nicaragua), arnesto Pirsch (Jorvay), and 0.7, Am- 
becke (Norway). 


The following is a list of prominent members of the "Hafendienst" organi- 
vation: Friedrich Geffke, Werner Barke, Jorge E. Koehler (Tampico), Gustavo Specht, 
Paul Hofer, Hans Bartelmann (Vera Cruz), Gustavo Y. Eimbecke, Hugo Setzer, Alfred 
J. Woehler (iazatlan), Wilhelm Westermann (La Paz), Fexil Scharff (Acepulco), Agen- 
cia Laritiae:de Puerto Angel (Puerto àngel), and Hermann Gaystatter (Salina Cruz). 


Despite all attempts of the Axis to gain influence in kexico, however, the 
Mexican government has never forgotten the history of the Spanish and German rulers 
in their country. No one has as yet written the heroic story of Mexico's help tp 
the fighting democracy in Spain against Franco. This spirit is still unbroken, and 
Mexico is not only a full-fledged ally of the United States, it is a strong one, and 
tha Garman secret service will not find it too easy to continue its underground work 
there, 
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CHAPTER IL 
TEE FASCISTI TERROR ARMY IN CUBA 


Cuba's illegal Falange has 30,000 members. Working under the direct super— 
vision of the Spanish secret service—which in turn gets its orders from Hitler 
the Talango is doing yeoman service in the Axis cause, ‘Their program calls for the 
rotura GC Cuba to Spain and the victory of Germany. They spread scurrilous attacks 
&*out the "inferior racial origin" of President Batista, and they distribute fas- 
cist propaganda all over the hemisphere. 


But the activities of the Falange do not stop at "politics". Not only do 
they include organized violence--as I shall now show--but they also include the 
smuggling of Axis agents with forged passports into all Western Hemisphsre countries. 
More than one mysterious passenger has left a Spanish ship at Havana, been furnished 
with fake passports by the Falange, and then proceeded on to the United States in 
Small fishing boats that put in at Florida shores. Sometimes these boats are spot~ 
ted by Cuban anti-fascists. In this case, they often mysteriously blow up an nour 
after sailins. 


The Quislings in Cuba 


The leading Quislings of the Axis Falange in Cuba are Senator Arguelles, 
Jose Rivero and Raoul Maestri. The activities of these three are closely followed 
bg Berlin. 


Elicio Arguelles, elected to the Senate as candidate of Menocal's party, 
o rganized the Comite Nacionalista Bspanol de Quba at the outbreak of the Spanish 
war in 1936—when Hitler and Mussolini sent their armies to guarantee the success of 
Franco's militarist putsch against the Spanish republic. mis organization spread 
propaganda and raised funds for Franco. At the end of the war, in April, 1939, it 
"dissolved", Actually, it was absorbed by the Falange, which was then illegal in 
Cuba. 


A new organization, the Auxilio Social, took over the alleged functions of 
the old Comite. The chief of this organization—and of the Falange—was Genaro Ri- 
estra, the Spanish Consul General. Early in 1941, the Cuban government decided to 
expel Riestra, When the issue came up in the Cuban Senate, the one Senator who led 
the defense of Riestra was Elicio Arguelles. 


Havana!s largest newspaper, "Diario de la Marina", also defended Riestra. 
The paper is owned by Jose Rivero, fellow member with Arguelles of the Comite, the 
Auxilio Social, and the Falange. (In fact, both are leaders of individual secret 
Falange ceils. Arguelles heads cell 1: Rivero is leader of cell R-1.) Rivero!s 
p&per which finds it profitable to pay lip service to democracy on page one, is 
filled with fascist propaganda on ite other pages. During World War I, the pro- 
German stand of Riveros paper got him into difficulties he would like to forget. 


But far more interesting than either Rivero or Arguelles is Raoul ieestri, 
Sub-editor of "Diario de la Marina", whose picture revealed so much when examined. 
German educated and German trained, Raoul Maestri is more than a Cuban leeder of 
the Axis Falange. He 18 the one-man brain trust of the Cuban fifth columnists, 


When the U.S. Minister invited Maestri to come to America as our guest and 
lecture on democracy and Pan-American friendship, he probably had not the sSligatest 
inkling that Meestri!s real work is the guiding of the Legion Nacional Revolucion- 
aria Sindicalista, the military arm of the Falange in Ouba. The leaders of this 
group, the Greyshirts, secretly meet with Maestri to plan their actions. 


The nominal Caudillo of the Greyshirts 18 a man named Merinas. The organ- 
ization, which has a standard storm-troop structure, has its headquarters at 311 
Mission Street in Havana. These headquarters display the Falange and the swastika 
flags. bembers of the Greyshirts drill in a stadium owned by the Spanish firm, 
Galban Lobo. The son of one of this firm's heads is married to Rivero!s daughter, 
Sylvia. The illegal publication of the Greyshirte, Accion Legionaria, shouts for 
a Nazi victory in this war. i 


Under Maestri!s guidance, the Oreyshirt leaders are trying to form a mess 
movement named the Nationalist Workers Committee, embracing all of South America. 


Crafty, ambitious, ruthless, Raoul Maestri is the man most likely to cause 
trouble for the democracies in Oentral America.

Several days before Pearl Harbor, I met a German, having recently arrived 
from Latin America who, incidentally, is now in safe custody here, He told me: 


"The Germans will never start an offensive against the Panama Canal through 
a fifth column in Panama. Everything there is much too guarded. But the Germans 
in Guatemala might come over one day, Since that is the real base for all their plans 
against the Canal.“ 


I don't know whether this man was in on all the secrets of the Nazis in 
Guatemala, but he Seemd to know more about their activities than most of us. 


The case of Guatemala is significant for in 1938 that country purchased a 
greater proportion of her goods in Germany than any other American country, 35.1 per 
cent to be exact. The Nasis there are strongly organized and are now operating 
illegaly. The diplogats have gone, but they left their representatives and agents. 


Saboteurs from other Latin American countries, for example Paul Ernst Stro- 
bel and Johann Wassermann, operate in Guatemala (and Nicaragua). Herma Marie Tros- 
tler recently visited many cities in Central America taking photographs of communi- 
cation centers, railway depots, electrical power plants, and what ever other objec- 
tives were of interest to the German Secret Service. She was listed as a "tourist", 
Martin Knoetsch, one of the richest individuals in Guatemala, assisted by Karl Heinz 
Nottebohm, did the most important work for the Nazis, 


The Nazi party there was originally founded by a Protestant clergyman, Otto 
Langemann, who was once German Ambassador to Uruguay. He organised local groups 
throughout the country with bases in all important districts between Quezaltenango, 
Puerto Barias, Amazatenango, Rethalhuleu and Coban. The official leader of the 
party is Herr Hentschike, whose many "business" rips to Germany were for the pur- 
posed o f receiving espionage instructions from the Secret Service. Heuatschke ap” 
pointed as head of the maratime espionage in Guatemala one Herr Dalchcw, who was 
an employee of the Grace Line. Hentschke's present assistants are the following:

Change of Citizenship 


Herr Bohle of Stutggart, chief of all Nazi parties outside the Reich, had 
the idea a few years ago that all of Guatemala!s Nazis, who were born in Guatemala 
and were citizens of that country, should become German citizens. ConseQuently, 
hundreds o f them acquired German citizenship despite the fact that they were born 
in Guatemala. 


Later on, however, when it was apparent that there would soon be a war be- 
tween the Nasis and the Western Hemisphere, and that those persons who had acquired 
German citisenship would be interned as enemy aliens, they received new orders from 
Herr Bohle, 


Since they were born in Quatemala and had the right to ask for the citizen- 
Ship of that country, they were instructed to do do. In many cases this trick 
worked, enabling any number of ¿azi agents to escape arrest on the ground that they 
ere loyal Guatemalan citizens. 


The following is a list of Nazis and Nazi sympathizers who were a) born in 
Guatemala, b) acduired Guatemalan citizenship, c) exchanged Guatemalan citizenship 
for German nationality, and d) became Guatemalan citizens again as ordered by the 
Nazi par ty:

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THE SIRDOGLE POR IHA PANAMA OARAL 


The Panama Canal has been called the "jugular vein" of the United States, 
and the American government took steps years ago to ensure that the vein would now 
be cut by any external agency. The recent Axis shelling of Aruba nevertheless show 
that the threat to Panama 18 much more real than many of us Suppose, 


Germany has been less successful in making trouble in Panama than else 
where in Latin America. Attempts by Berlin--and Tokyo--to influence Panemanian 
feelings ageinst the United States have been without result. That efforts in this 
direction are still being made, however, 18 a foregone conclusion. 


In October 1938, four Germans were arrested at Fort Randolph in the (anal 
Zone on charges of espionage. They were: Fraulein Ingeborg Gutmann, secretary of 
the German consul at Colon, Hans Sohackow of the Hamburg-Amerika line, Gisbert 
Gross and Eduard Robert Kuhrig. 


Mey had been allowed to enter the fort reservation only after they had 
sworn they had no cameras in their possession, but subsequently photographed Cale ta 
Point where there is a battery of guns for the defense of the Canal. 


Hermann Goering was apparently very interested in the Panama Canal when, 
writing in the "National Zei tung“ of Essen, in April 1939, he stated that two 
bombs of his Luftwaffe on the Culbra Out—a mountain bordering on the Canal—would 
render the entire waterway unusable in ten mimtes, 


Ousting of Arias 


Nasi intrigue in Panama was dealt a Staggering blow by the recent ousting 
of President Arnulfo Arias who hardly bothered to conceal to pro-Axis sympathies, 
Ae founder and boss of the "Partido Nacional Revolucionario", Arias was elected 
President of Panama in June 1940 and took office on October 1 of the same year, 
Freeh from the inauguration he set out to join the "Creole Monarch is“ club. On 
December 15, a “plebiscite” which had all the earmarks of a colossal fraud recast 
the constitution and extended the president's term from four years to Six years, 
four months and fifteen days. 


But President Arias did not content himself with establishing his power 
for a long time to come. He also introduced in his new constitution all sorts of 
economic reforms and racial concepts which Strongly smacked o f Nazi principles. 
And almost every act of his administration had a touoh of the totalitarian regime 
which he was bent on achieving in his country. 


A pathetic note was brought into this picture by the fact that the staunch- 
est, most active, most irreconcilable opponent of this policy was the very brother 
of the president, Dr. Harmodio Arias, a scholarly man and a tested democrat who 
held the same office from 1932 to 1936. Yor many months, democratic Harmodio had 
put np a valiant losing fight against totalitarian Arnulfo and his powerful machine, 
The enmity between the two brothers had grown to Such extremes that when their aged 
mother celebrated her eightieth birthday, neither of them attended, for fear of 
meeting one another, 


Arnulfo had the police, the national guard, a puppet parliament and most 
of the press behind him, Harmodio had nothing except his newspaper, the *Paname” 
America", and the sympathies of every democratic-minded man and woman on the Isth- 
m.s, including practically ell the Americans in Panama and the Canal Zone, 


President Arias struck at his brother's paper in a manner that shows how 
little the freedom of the press meant to that man, Die "Panama-America*, toanis 
prinsipally to the punch and popularity of ite Xuglish-section editor, Edward (Tad) 
Willian Scott, had come to be the most widely read paper in Panama, and 138 sir 
iation was climbing steadily, President Arias knew that he could deal no worse a 
blow to the paper than if he deprived it of this editor, And that was comparativo). 
eary, for Scott, New Zealand born and a British subject, was an alien who could be 
leporteú at will. 


By a special decree, Arias ordered Scott arrested and deported on the S.S, 
Talamanca, which brought him to New York. On the same day, the fParame-Anerica", 
in sign of 1ts empathy and sorrow, left the space where Scott wrote his column, 
"Yntcrecting If True", blank, 


In signing the deportation order, Arias alleged that Scott had interfered 
in "internal partisan political Questions of the country", which was Quite untrue, 
These questions were dealt with solely in the E»anish section of the paper for which 
Scot? wes in no way Coe bie. What had prompted the Tuuamanlan government to 
order Scott's deportation Ab, in addition to the pretideat's desire to crush the 
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the sole opposition paper, a wish to oblige the totalitarian powers. This becomes 
perfectly clear if one recalls another incident which occurred some time before 
Scott's devortation. 


One day, Scott was suddenly hauled from his office by a police officer and 
taken to the Ministry of Government where Secretary de La Guardia formally warned 
him that "Panama 18 neutral in the Zuropean conflict in word and deed", The warn- 
ing was motivated with a complaint from the Italian minister to Panama who had t- 
ken offense at a news broadcast made by Scott over the loud-speaker of the II Ren- 
cho beer garden in Panama Oi ty, after the British had dealt Mussolini's fleet a 
Severe blow in the- Medi terrenean. The news, rather than the broadcast, wounded the 
feelings of the Italian envoy who heppened to be present in the garden. 


These are not merely isolated instances of Arias! anti-democratic and pro- 
fascist tendencies. He had deliberately placed every possible obstacle in the way 
of the United States authorities when they set about to strengthen the Canal de- 
fenses, One need only recall in this connection the unmotivated cancellation of 
the Rio Hato concessions, which deprived the Canal forces of an already prepared 
airdrome and practice bombing field. 


In this as in many other instances where the anti-American trend of the 
Arias administration had shown all too openly the man behind the president who 
pulled the wires was his avowedly fascist confidential adviser, Antonio Isaza, 
This evil genius of Panamanian politics, who had formerly been a consul in Hamburg, 
where he made excellent contacte and friendships with leading Nazi circles, 18 
now editor-in-chief of the Panama City evening daily, "La Tribuna" which is overtly 
pro-Axis. He 18 also founder the a Panamanian miniature Gestapo, called the SIPA 
or "Society of Anonymous Political Information“, and the man who inspired the 
setting up ef a semi-military youth organization, called the "Cachorros (cubs) de 
Urraca", which is modelled on the Italian balilla, 


Arnulfo Arias today is in exile. When he left the country recently to 
visit a foreign physician, the people of Panama—despite the German secret Service 
there--elected a pro-democratic president, Arias did not dare to return to the 
Country he had once ruled. He went to Mexico, then to Ouba, and finally left for 
an undisclosed South American country. But there is only one country left 18 
South America to which he could go, and this is Argentina. 
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OQHAPTER Y 
OOSTA RICA'S GERMAN AGENTS 


A further threat to the Panama Canal might come from Costa Rica, a 
state where German influence 18 extremely strong. Ban Jose, the Costa Rican capi- 
tal is, in fact, only one and a half hours! flying time from the Canal. Although 
the Costa Rican government is strongly pro~democratic and is fighting the fifth 
column there, German, Italian and Japanese agents nevertheless still flood the 
country. 


There is a flourishing German school, headed by a former Hitler Youth 
leader who wears a swastika badge in his buttonhole. Until recently, 75 per cent 
of the expenses were paid from Berlin. Fo0r:zdars, every German holiday was cele- 
brated in this school, and the pupils spent much of their time drawing pictures 
of the Fuehrer and other Nazi leaders, When they left the building, the children 
had to chant "Heil Hitler" and raise their arms in Nazi salute. 


A German, Herr Kohkemper, was the national scout leader in Costa Rica, 
but was ousted from this position because of his propagandist activities. He 
thereupon became the leader of the local Hitler Youth. Nevertheless, he was still 
employed by the Costa Rica government to teach physical culture in the state 
schools. He also held a commission as a captain in the Costa Rican army. 


The Story of Carl Bayer 


Young, fair and SQuare-headed, Carl Bayer looked and acted much like 
the Nazi stormtrooper he was before Berlin appointed him to be leader of the Ger~ 
man colony in Costa Rica, after his predecessor, Herbert Knohr, had been removed 
on account of some shady financial transactions. Most of the time, Herr Bayer, 
who was a foreman by profession and lived modestly at Guadalupe, just outside San 
Jose, could be seen rushing around town on a motorcycle, distributing orders and 
receiving reports. 


As head of the Nazi organization in Costa Rica, Bayer was the superior 
even of the former German charge dſaf faires in San Jose, Felix Tripeloury, but he 
was not the most conspicuous, nor the most dangerous Nazi agent in that country. 
Around him, a pleiad of wealthy businessmen, notorious adverturers, degenerate 
aristocrats, secret agents and plain thugs made up a Nazi underworld as colorful 
and dangerous as could be found in any country. Most of these shady figures are 
still left in Costa Rica, although a weeding out process now Seems to be on. To- 
gether they have turned that peaceful little country into one of the major fifth 
column outposts in the Western Hemisphere. 


Nazi Rogue's Gallery 


Among the outstanding Nazi agents in Costa Rica is Guido von Schroter, 
wealthy real estate owner and coffee grower. Formerly a Costa Rican consul-gen- 
eral in Paris (von Schroter is a Costa Rican citizen of German stock) he was ex- 
pelled from that country, shortly before the outbreak of war, on a charge of ex- 


pionage. 


Or take Wilhelm von Breyman-Figueroa, trader in arms and ammunition, 
like von Schroter a Costa Rican citizen and a former consu”égeneral ir Spain. Of 
him, an outstanding American official in San Jose once said: “He is éne of the 
most dangerous and unscrupulous gun-runners I have ever come across." Yon Brey- 
man-Jigueroa, who has nothing of the big, blond Aryan about him, has been mixed 
up some way or other in every big arms deal that has twen conclud:d in Oentral 
America in late years. During the so-called "stamp-war" (1937--38) between Nica- 
ragua and Honduras, he sold to the Nicaraguan goverment, for $300,000, a ship- 
load of "modern arms" which on arrival turned out to be a lot of old Junk captured 
from the Ethiopian government in 1885, Today, the brains and business ability of 
this man are entirely at the service of the German agents in Oentral America; that 
this is a mutually profitable affair is evidenced by the somewhat showy wealth of 
Herr von Breyman, who lives on a great footing and has just acquired one of the 
most luxurious cars ever seen in Cos ta Rica. 


Again, consider Herr Agathon Lutz, rich German contractor and bodega 
owner in San Jose, who runs a private airplane and owns several farms throughout 
the country any of which can be turned (or maybe has already been turned) into a 
suitable landing-ground. 


If Herr Lutz doesn't have hia private airfield yet, a friend of his, 
Count Franz von attenback, has two, one at his estate near Puntarenas, the other 
at Tilaran, 1n-the province of Guanacaste. From the latter, I have been told, Nazi 
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agents perform freduent hops into neighboring Nicaragua and the countries further 
to the north. Count Franz!s elder brother, Zberhard von Tattenbach, who also lives 
in Costa Rica now, is a former chief of protocol and expert on latin America in 
the German foreign ministry. 


There 18 even an authentic Prince von Hohenzollern living in Costa 
Rica. He is Prince Sigismind, only son of Frince Heinrich who was head of the 
German fleet during the lest war. Sigismund, who is not of the brighter sort and 
Supposedly comparatively harmless, lives on a farm near Puntarenas, 


One of Prince Sigismund!s former friends and employees, one Adolf Sand- 
weg, now operates a hotel at la Barranca, not far from the strategic port of Punt- 
arenas. In this hotel only German customers are admitted on certain days of the 
week, Costa Ricans being barred. The place, I have been told by people who ought 
to know, 18 a regular hideout where the Nazi espionage and sabotage gang in Costa 
Rica has one of its headquarters, Nearby is one of the several secret radio sta- 
tions operated by Germans, 


In the Fabrica Nacional de Licores, a state-controlled distillery in 
San Jose, there are three German technicians employed. One of these, Fritz Achler, 
formerly an officer of the German navy and an engineer, left recently on a curious 
"hunting trip" into the wild tracts of the Bio San Juan which forms Costa Rica!s 
bourdary with Nicaragua. for several weexs, he and a couple of companions, with 
complete tropical outfit and camping eduipment disappeared in the wilderness. This 
happened €o be the very zone through which the projected new canal (linking the 
two oceans by way of the Rio Ban Juan and Lake Nicaragua) would pass, 


The foregoing are but a few of the most remarkable ty es among the 
many German residents in Costa Rica. A long list of wealthy coffee growers and 
merchants (Koberg, Peters, Rohrmoser, Niehaus, Steinworth, Hubb, Staufer, ul ler, 
Siebe, Walter, and dozens more) provide, with more or less enthusiasm, the neces- 
sary funds for the activities ordered by Berlin. dot all of these are one hundred 
per cont Nazi8, but they all have come around now to obeying orders without any 
Questions asked. 


CEAPIZAYL 
JAPAN IN QEJTRAL ASRIGA 


Japan!s trade relations with Central America must be considered in 
light of the fact that 25 years ago they were non-existent. The commercial posit- 
ion which Nippon had gained in various Latin American countries in so short a 
time is truly remarkable. In Panama and Honduras, prior to Pearl Harbor, Japan's 
position was even stronger than that of Germany. 


About two years ago, a Tokyo cotton concern sent emissaries to Costa 
Rica with instructions to buy a large tract of land on which to grow cotton, The 
deal was Quickly closed--money was no object and the buyers readily agreed to the 
owner!8 conditions. Several buildings were constructed, but no mo ve was made to 
8tart & cotton plantation. | 


! The Costa Ricans investigated and the riddle was solved. The "cotton 
growers" were working on a potential air base—90 minutes by air from the Panama 
Canal. Thereupon the Costa Rican government only only drove the Japanese out, but 
adopted customs legislation which curtailed imports to such an extent that the 
Lioponese made no further colonization efforts. 


Japanese propaganda was spread through local and traveling representa~ 
tives of official and semi-official character, expositions, very liberal advertis- 
ing of pro-Jananese associations among influential native elements, books, leaf- 
lets, magazines etc. Of course, these outward displays have now come to an abrupt 
end, but the underground work continues unabated.

THE MAS Tia SPISS. 


"Der Gruene Heinrich", as Gestapo chief Heninrich Himmler is called in 
Germany, has two of his best spies and agents in Central America. Buch are well 
known as trigger-men. They are: Dr. Christian Zinsser and Dr. Hans ſſesemann. 


Karly in 1941, Zinsser was appointed German charge d'affaires in Hon- 
durae, Shortly after his arrival at his new post, the German consul in Tegucigal- 
pa, Robert Motz, known to be well disposed toward the Allies, died suddenly ia bs 
bathtub. A little later, Zinsser took an excursion to Zl Salvador and on the day 
of his arrival the German charge d'affaires in that country, Richard von Heynitz, 
disappeared. Ee was found afterwards with a bullet in his head, lying in the cra- 
ter of a volcano. Zinsser had been known as the last man to see Captain Hans 
Langsdorff, before that commander of the Nazi cruiser "Graf Spee“ committed sui- 
cide. 


When a whole succession of such grizly coincidences caused talx, Zins- 
ser branded the murder runors as "charges by agitators". Zinsser at last proved 
too much even for Honduras! ursdveemish President Tiburcio Oarias Andino who de- 
clared him persona non grata, which is putting it mildly, and expelled him from 
the country. However, he is still believed to ve operating somewhere in Central 
Ámerica. 


Zinsser!g fellow spy is a former anti-Nazi editor, Dr, Hans Wesemann. 
1t was he who kiánapped the well known German writer Berthold Jacob from Switzer- 
land and drove him across the German border, In Berlín, Jacob was tortured by 
the Gestapo and thrown into chains, Although Weseman was sentenced to several 
years! imprisonment by the Swiss authorities, he later encountered no difficulty 
in gaining entry to Nicaragua. 


Weseman also played a guest role in Venezuela whence he was deported. 
This, nevertheless, did not keep him from appointing there two Gestapo agente for 
the Andine country, namely Messrs, Rahnert and Hartwig von Jess, These gents re- 
ceived their instructions from Weseman just prior to his enforced and somewhat 
sudden departure. 


To accord them the proper protection, indispensable for all Nazi a- 
gents in their sinister work, one was promptly appointed German consul in Caracas, 
the other in Maracaibo. Weseman served in Venezuela as right hand man of Herr 
Hesse, German commercial attache. 


Weseman left the country not without ordering Hainisch, director of 


the local German Turn und Sport-Verein, to transform his organization into a 
Storm troop regiment of well known pattern.

SECRET SHORT WAVE STATT OT: 


Using Argentina—the only pro-4xi8 country in the ugin, ¿eun 
as a clearing house, the German secret service in Oentral America still maintains 
a widespread net of clandestine short wave stations. Trom these stations—most 
of them in Argentina— the Nazis transmit information to Germany regarding military 
data, ship movements, etc. Generally these reports are relayed to Argentina from 
the various Central American countries by special courier. Here is the list of
